—•‘Presidential adviser Henry 
A. Kissinger is holding a pri­ 
vate meeting in Paris today 
with North Vietnam's two top 
peace negotiators, the White 
House announced. 
Presidential press secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler told report­ 
ers Kissinger had gone into 
session again with Communist 
Politburo member Le 
Duc 
Tho and minister Xuan Thui, 
head of North Vietnam’s dele­ 
gation to the 
Paris peace 
talks. 
He last met with Hanoi’s 
two negotiators Aug. 1. To­ 
day’s meeting was the 16th 
since the administration be­ 
gan its private sessions with 
North Vietnam seeking a set­ 
tlement of the Vietnam War. 
In making the terse an­ 
nouncement, Ziegler declined 
to give further details —even 
as to when Kissinger flew to 
Paris. “That is all the infor­ 
mation I have to tell,” he 
said. 
He said Kissinger will fly to 
Switzerland this evening to 


celebrate with his parents. 
Louis and Paula Kissinger, 
their 50th wedding anniversa­ 
ry in Laaks, a small town 
near Zurich. 


Ziegler so id Kissinger will 
leave 
Switzerland 
Tuesday, 
but declined to reveal his des­ 
tination. 
Kissinger 
last 
met 
with 
Thui on 
Aug. 1. The

nouncement followed a pat­ 
tern

would disclose whether there 
was any progress. 
President Nixon has said 
that 
the mam roadblock is 
Hanoi's dem*and to rid the 
Saigon government of Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu. And 
he has asserted on num éros 
occasions that he will never 
compromise Thieu’s political 
status.

$100 bills, “under seal,” after 
seizing it on the hijackers’ ar­ 
rival. 
The government returned a 
$500,000 ransom to Western 
Airlines 25 days after two 
young American air pirates 
hijacked a Western Airlines 
jet to Algiers June 2.

Be Released 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)—*

prisoners would be released 
when the “murderous bom­ 
bing" 
ceases 
and

Clark said he talked with 
four high Communist officials 
and witnessed extensive dam­ 
age to bombed North Vietna­ 
mese hospitals and dikes in a 
two week tour. 
He said he received both 
“verbal and written” assur­ 
ances that Hanoi would re­ 
lease the POW’s. 
“ I think there is no question 
that the prisoners will be re­ 
leased and will be released 
immediately when we stop 
t h i s 
senseless, 
murderous 
bombing and end the war and 
get out, get home, and get to 
the business of building the 
peace and giving happiness to 
little 
children 
around 
tha 
world,” said Clark. 
He described as “humane” 
the treatment of POW’* bv 
North Vietnam. 
“ 1 can demonstrate that to 
the American people,” said 
the former Johnson admin­ 
istration official, who said he 
would go into further details 
today at a news conference. 
American people “have to 
see what is happening” Clark 
told a two-minute new* con 
ference on his arrival at San 
Francisco International Air­ 
port. where heavy secuntv 
surrounded him. 


Newsmen Checked 
He was taken to a confer­ 
ence 
room 
until 
newsmen 
were checked for credentials 
after someone posing as a re­ 
porter used a fake name to 
call the airport and ask what 
security 
arrangements 
sur 
rounded Clark’s arrival. 
“ I believe in the goodness 
of the American people,” said 
Clark. “ As an American, it 
doesn’t make me feel verv 
good to see the devastation of 
the bombing.” 
Clark said he talked to high 
officials, including North Viet­ 
nam’s prime 
minister and 
foreign minister. He held a 
news conference Sunday be­ 
fore leaving 
Bangkok, 
but 
said he was an American who 
would “make my report on 
American soil.” 
“ I’ve 
seen 
more 
apart 
menis, 
villages,

sluices destroyed than I ever 
want to see again,” Clark 
said in 
Bangkok en 
route 
home Irom Hanoi. 


Quoted by Hanoi 
During the tour, Clark we* 
quoted extensively by Hanoi 
Radio. However, he empha­ 
sized that he avoided formal

Galston of the biology depart­ 
ment at Yale University was 
given the opportunity to live 
and work on one of the giant 
farm communes in the People’s 
Republic of China. His wife and 
their daughter shared the ex­ 
perience—the first time Ameri­ 
cans actually have been given 
unrestricted access to the life 
form that involves the vast 
majority of the Chinese people. 
In a series of articles beginning 
herewith. Dr. Galston gives a 
detailed account of a way of 
life that largely has been a 
mystery- to the outside world 
since the Communists came to 
power in China in 1949.

PEKING (UPD—Of China’s 
population of almost 800 mil­ 
lion people, about 80 per cent, 
nr 600 million, live on farms. 
For about the last 15 years 
almost all farm s have been 
organized 
into 
communes, 
whose 
rational 
organization 
and generally successful oper­ 
ation have been responsible 
for China’s transition from a 
land of hunger into a land of 
self-sufficiency in food. 
We felt that to understand 
China, we had to get some 
understanding of communes. 
It was therefore with a great 
sense of excitement that my 
wife Dale, my 23-year old 
daughter Beth and I set out 
from the Peking Hotel on the 
morning of June 19 for two 
weeks in the countryside. 
Thanks to arrangem ents by 
our hosts in the Academy of 
Sciences, we had been ac­ 
cepted as tem porary mem­ 
bers of the Lugouchiao Ren- 
min 
Gungsha 
(Marco 
Polo 
Bridge 
People’s Commune), 
to the west and south of Pek­ 
ing. Accompanied by a very- 
able and amiable young male 
interpreter named Li Mmh- 
teh, we swung our bags onto 
our shoulders, walked several 
blocks to a bus stop, and 
were on our way. About two 
h o u r s 
later, 
after 
three 
f hanges of bus and a hike of 
almost one mile, we arrived 
at the small village in which 
we were to live. 
As we strode up the dusty 
lane, we were enthusiastically 
greeted by a husky, smiling 
young 
woman, 
27-vear 
old 
Chang Shu-men. who served 
as head of the women’s work 
team, and Chang Chung, the 
kind and able head of the pro­ 
duction unit to which we were 
assigned. The latter, being 44 
years old and the father of 
six children, immediately be­ 
cam e known to us as Lao 
Chang (“Old Chang” ), while 
the former was called Syao 
C h a n g 
(“ Little 
Chang” ). 
These are term s of respect 
and 
afection, 
and 
it 
was 
therefore 
with 
great 
satis­ 
faction and pride that we ac­ 
cepted, after several days of 
hard work in the fields, our 
names of Lao Gao and Syao 
Gao. 
Agile Patriarch 
Our hosts 
were 
the 
ex­ 
tended family of Shih Chen- 
vu, a rem arkably agile pat­ 
riarch of 73 who. together 
with his toughmtnded wife, 
continued to run the family 
compound despite advancing 
years. Of their five children, 
two sons continued to live and 
work on the commune, while 
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two 
daughters 
and 
a 
son 
worked in nearby Peking, two 
as factory workers and one as 
a teacher. 


The eldest son and his fami­ 
ly lived in an adjoining com­ 
pound, but took all of their 
meals with the old folks. The 
second son and his family oc­ 
cupied one of the two major 
houses in the compound; this 
was 
temporarily 
evacuated 
and made 
available 
to us 
while the 
displaced 
family 
moved in with the grandpa­ 
rents. 
A third small house along­ 
side the grandparents’ house 
was rented to a young unre­ 
lated family of six people who 
were awaiting the completion 
of new housing for the nearby 
factory in which the husband 
worked. 
While almost all land in the 
commune is owned by the 
group, each living compound 
and the land upon which it is 
built is the private property 
of the family occupying it. 
Thus, our family ow'ned an 
area of about 90 feet by 84 
teet, 
surrounded 
by 
brick 
walls, and divided into an ou­ 
ter courtyard about 30 by 84 
feet 
(containing 
a 
pigpen 
sheep shed and storage piles 
of wrood, coal and straw ); and 
an inner courtyard about 60 
by 
84 
feet—containing 
two 
houses about 21 by 40 feet, a 
third house about half that 
size, 
two 
outdoor 
cooking 
sheds, a storage shed, rabbit 
hutches, chicken coops, small 
plantings of vegetables and 
flowers, a 
centrally

and. in the far com er, the 
family “one-holer” toilet, well 
protected by walls but open to 
the sky. 
In addition to the owned 
land in the compound, each 
tamily was allocated one mu 
(about 1-6 acre) to use as a 
private garden. 
We were to find the life in­ 
side the compound was busy 
and rich. Everyone older than 
the preschool children were 
assigned daily tasks, which, 
so far as we could tell, were

and without question 


Founded in 1958 
The commune was lounded 
in 1958. after a visit by Chair­ 
man Mao Tse-tung to the then 
five producers’ cooperatives 
which formerly operated in 
this area. The communes in 
turn had been formed through 
voluntary association of the 
s m a l l landholder peasants 
who had 
recently 
received 
land following breakup of the 
landlord system. The Marco 
Polo commune is about 5.5 
miles long by about 3 miles 
w i d e 
and 
includes 
10.700 
households 
totaling 
46.000 
people. This is about an aver­ 
age number, and some com­ 
munes are much larger; for 
example, the Malu Commune 
near Shanghai, which I visit­ 
ed 
last 
year, 
has 
75.000 
people. 
For convenience in organ- 
split 
into 21 
brigades 
and 
each brigade in turn is split 
into 6 or 7 production teams 
The production teams, con­ 
sisting of about 100 families 
each, are the basic w-orking 
teams 
which 
together plan 
and carry out all cooperative 
operations. 
The 
production

members dem ocrat­ 
ically select their own lea­ 
ders, and are free to criticize 
them at the biweekly group 
meetings (we in fact heard 
considerable uninhibited criti­

In tact, Lao Chang seemed 
very popular, and had been 
the production team

The present committee has 
33 members, consisting of 19 
peasants, 8 political cadre-*

members 
of 
the 
People’s 
Liberation 
Army 
(PLA). Ever since the Cultur­ 
al Revolution of 1966-70. all 
revolutionary 
committees 
have been organized accord­ 
ing 
to 
this 
“ three-in-one” 
principle. 
It should be noted that the 
PLA is not exclusively a mi­ 
litary 
organization; 
it 
in­ 
cludes many activities which 
we would recognize under the 
n a m e s 
of VISTA, 
Peace 
Corps, Civilian Conservation 
Corps and volunteer hospital 
workers. The PLA is intense­ 
ly loyal to Mao and the pre­ 
sent leadership, and played 
an important role in bringing 
to an end the violence that 
characterized some phases of 
the Cultural Revolution. 
Its 
presence in all commune and 
factory 
revolutionary 
com­ 
mittees gives the government 
a core of faithful leaders per­ 
meating all aspects of Chi­ 
nese life. In the sam e way, 
all cadres have received spe­ 
cial instruction in Marxism- 
Lenmism-Maoism; they, too, 
assume special positions of 
leadership and guide the mas­ 
ses in their compulsory week­ 
ly study ot Marxist principles 
In 
conformity 
with 
the 
growing role of women in Chi­ 
nese society, eight of the re­ 
volutionary committee mem 
bers, including the chairman, 
are 
women 
Although 
this 
n u m b e r 
i s 
s t i l l 
dis­ 
proportionately 
small, 
since 
women constitute about half 
the laboring force, it is much 
higher than it was a 
few 
years ago, and seems des­ 
tined to continue to grow until 
women achieve truly equal 
representation. 
The 
com­ 
mittee also includes six young 
people, and tries to give ade­ 
quate voice to youth, middle- 
aged and older people. So far 
as we could tell, the com­ 
mittees truly represented and 
had the support ol the com­ 
mune members. 
Once 
constituted, 
the 
re­ 
volutionary committee of the 
commune decides on an an­ 
nual production plan wtrh the 
advice ol brigade and produc- 
lion 
team 
leaders. 
Orders 
then are issued to the bri­ 


gades, who in turn transmit 
them to the production teams. 
In this step, the revolutionary 
committee 
of 
the 
brigade 
serves an important function; 
for our brigade, 
the 
Com­ 
mittee consisted of nine mem­ 
bers, one from each of the six 
production team s, and three 
additional mem bers selected 
by the six. This brigade re­ 
volutionary 
committee 
then j 
selects its own chairman and 
vice-chairman. Thus, to check 
up on the annual plan, the 
commune officials check up 
on the brigade officials, who 
in turn check up on the pro­ 
duction team leaders. 
On 
the commune 
revolu­ 
tionary committee, there are 
both full-time and part-tim e 
members. Of the 13 full-time 
members, eight are cadres 
and 5 are members of the 
PLA. Thus, all of the peasant 
members rem ain as working 
peasants, and devote 
spare 
tim e to their work on the 
committee. To ensure that the 
tull-time 
members 
of 
the 
committee remain 
in 
touch 
with the working masses, ev­ 
eryone must put in at lea^t 
one day per week of lao dung 
(manual labor). During the 
busiest days of the harvest 
season, this would rise to sev­ 
eral days per week.

But some of those bright­ 
eyed dolls, electric stoves 
rattles and toy musical in­ 
struments are threats to your 
child’s health, even though at 
first glance they seem har­ 
mless enough. 
Complete statistical infor­ 
mation is not available, but 
the U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice estimates that some 700.- 
000 children are injured every 
year as a result of accidents 
from toys. Even though there 
are both federal and state 
laws regulating toy safety 
standards, many dangerous 
toys are still being sold. For 
your peace of mind, check 
carefully before buying a toy 
for your child. 
Ever/ momh the Food and 
Drug Adminstration’s Bureau 
of Product Safety issues a list 
of banned toys. One recent 
■ month listed 38 separate er- 
| tries ranging from an easily 
broken baby rattle to a xylo­ 
phone which had keys with 
I knife-sharp edges.

Many toy-related injuries to 
children have to do with bic­ 
ycles, sleds and wagons. 
Children should be taught 
common sen^e rules for using 
these tors before they are. al­ 
lowed to use them on their 
own. 
Naturally these 
toys 
should not be used where 
there is traffic, and should be 
used carefully where ether 
children play. Roller skates 
are also potential hazards, 
and you should make it clear 
to your child that, before 
crossing a street, he should 
take his skates off. 
Many accidents are simply 
the results of carelessness, 
and could have been avoided 
with a few precautions. Here 
are a few suggestions from 
the Office of Child Devel­ 
opment of the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare: 
—Don’t leave indoor toys 
outdoors overnight. Rain or 
dew could damage the toy 
and increase the chance of 
accidents. 
—There should be a special 
place for storage of toys. 
—As soon as your child i- 
able to walk and move about, 
he should be trained to put 
his toys away. 
— B r o k e n toys are ha­ 


zardous and should be dis 
carded. 
The toy industry is chang­ 
ing all the time. New toys are 
put on the market each year 
and new ways of making toys 
are being developed. Both the 
Federal government, the Na­ 
tional Safety Council and the 
Toy Manufacturer* of Ameri­ 
ca have provided leadershio 
in assuring safe toys for your 
children. But you must still 
be careful. 
Here is a safe toy checklist. 
—Choose toys appropriate 
for the child’s age and stage 
of development. (Many toys 
have recommended ages on 
the packages.) 
—Remember that younger 
brothers or sisters may have 
access to toys bought for ol­ 
der children. 
Check fabric labels for no­ 
tices of flame resistance. 
—Check 
instructions 
and 
teach the child the proper 
way to use any toy that might 
cause injury through misuse. 
—Avoid toys that produce 
excessive noise. (Even a toy 
cap gun fired too close to a 
child’s ear can cause dam­ 
age.) 
—Avoid shooting games, es­ 
pecially those with darts and 
arrows, unless they are play­ 
ed under adult supervision. 
Most of all, however, you 
must remember that a toy is 


only as safe as its owner. Any 
toy can be dangerous if it is 
misused. There is no good 
substitute for a parent’s judg­ 
ment and supervision. Even 
after you have bought a toy it 
remains your responsibility to 
inspect it from time to time 
to assure that wear and tear 
has not caused a hazardous 
situation.

Hot Pants, Long Hair

H o t p a n t s , miniskirts 
beards and long hair are all 
part of the modem youth 
scene in the United States 
and other countries of the 
Americas, Europe. Asia and 
Africa. 
But there are some govern­ 
ments that frown upon such 
attire 
and 
adornment 
and 
may even turn away Ameri­ 
can and other visitors wear­ 
ing what authorities consider 
not enough of the one and too 
much of the other. 
Italy may have no restrict­ 
ions. 
but 
Cardinal 
Angelo 
Dell’acqua, the papal vicar of 
Rome, appealed recently to 
tourists not to profane the 
scared character of the E ter­ 
nal 
City 
by 
wearing 
hot 
pants, miniskirts or other im­ 
modest apparel. It may be 
acceptable on the Via Veneto 
but Vatican guards will re­ 
fuse 
admission 
to 
persons 
dressed in what the church 
regards as improper clothing 
for visits to St Peter’s Basi­ 
lica and other parts of the 
Holy See. 
There are official restrict­ 
ions on hot pants and min­ 
iskirts in the African repub­ 
lics of Malawi and Uganda 
while long hair could pose 
problems lor tourists to Sing­ 
apore and Saudi Arabia. 
A British girl tourist was 
deported 
from 
Malawi 
for 
wearing a miniskirt. But the 
strict 
ban 
admittedly 
dis­ 
couraged tourism and the Ma­ 
l a w i 
government 
recently 
e a s e d 
restrictions. 
Now 
shorts, slacks and miniskirts 
may be worn at hotels, re­ 
sorts, 
airports and 
railway 
stations. 
But 
women 
still 
must wear skirts covering the 
knees in cities, towns and vil­ 
lages, it was decreed. 
Hot pants and 
miniskirts 
are acceptable in Singapore, 
and so are beards. But male 
visitors with long hair are 
told by immigration author­ 
ities to have it cut before 
they will be permitted entry 
Those who refuse are denied 
admission to the island repub­ 
lic in Asia. 
Visitors wrho refuse to have 
their long hair shorn by bar­ 
bers will be turned back by 
airport police in Saudi Arabia 
altliough beards 
are 
okay.

Saadi Arabian authorities also 
ban short skirts and pants for 
women. Such dress is frowned 
upon but tolerated in most 
other Moslem Arab countries. 
P r e s i d e n t Idi Amm of 
Uganda recently banned min­ 
iskirts, hot pants, and “ ma­ 
xiskirts with a v-shaped split 
up the front.” He said “ such 
garm ents are a disgrace to 
our 
culture 
and 
Ugandan 
women must not be brain­ 
washed 
by the 
imperial.sts 
into thinking they have 
to 
copy all European fashions.” 
But from Moscow. UPI Cor­ 
respondent Henry Shapiro re­ 
ported that there are plenty 
of miniskirts in the Soviet 
capital although “ hot pants 
are still as rare as capital­ 
ists” there. Shapiro said long 
hair now is generally accep­ 
table among Russians as well 
as tourists. And long breads 
never were a novelty in the 
Soviet Union. 
Britain, France and other 
West European and Scandina­ 
vian countries have no objec­ 
tions to short shorts or skirts 
or long hair or beards. Nor 
do Hong Kong, 
Japan and 
other nations in Asia. 
UPI Correspondent AJ Kaff 
reported that a reverse prob­ 
lem exists in Japan, he said 
Japanese government officials 
tell Japanese that when they 
travel in the United States 
and Europe they must forego

DEAR DR. LAMB - I hope 
you can help our family with 
an 
important decision. 
Our 
daughter, who is 13, has been 
wearing 
glasses 
for 
many 
years. The lenses are quite 
thick. She wants the soft con­ 
tact lenses so badly she is 
willing to save half of her 
babysitting 
money. 
If 
she 
wears the contact lenses will 
her eyes get so accustomed to 
them and their strength that 
she will not be able to go 
b a c k w e a r i n g ordinary 
glasses? I 
understand 
you 
cannot wear the contacts all 
the time, so will 
she also 
need other glasses? 
Dear Reader — To obtain 
the soft contact lenses she’ll 
have to be examined and fit­ 
ted by an eye specialist. Al­ 
though there are differences in 
professional opinions on the 
use of contact lenses, the gen­ 
eral picture reported thus far 
is on the soft contact lenses is 
very bright. They have been 
worn for long periods of time 
as a sort of bandage over the 
front of the eye when it has 
been irritated. They do not 
cause the irritation and prob­ 
lems noticed with hard con­ 
tact lenses. Studies have been 
done with the lenses being 
worn for hours 
and 
hours 
without irritating the eyes, 
but I would prefer that you 
rely on the eye doctor who 
examines your daughter for 
advice on this point. I only \ 
want to reassure you that it’s 
possible that she might be 
able to wear them for long 
periods ol time without the 
kind of difficulty normally at­ 
tributed to hard contact len- i 
se^-. if she is able to wear 
them a sufficient length of 
time each day, it’s possible 
she 
might 
net 
need 
other 


glasses. Some test 
subjects 
have 
worn 
them 
day 
and 
night 
without 
experiencing 
difficulty. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Our 
son has gone on a health food 
diet, 
eating 
mostly 
mixed 
nuts, seeds, wheat germ and 
lots of milk. Every' time he 
gets up from a sitting posi­ 
tion, his bones in his legs and 
hips 
pop 
like 
they 
were 
breaking. Could this be from 
too much 
calcium? 
Pleas* 
give us your opinion of this 
diet? 
Dear Reader — No. 
the 
joint popping that you 
de­ 
scribe is not too uncommon in 
young growing people and it 
can be caused by a number 
of factors, but not from too 
much calcium in the die*. 
As far as the “ health diet” 
that you’re describing, 1 take 
a relatively dim view of it. 
Food fads of this type often 
result in diets deficient in es­ 
sentia! nutrients. If he insists 
on 
following 
this 
diet, 
he 
should take one of the daily 
vitamin tablets that can be 
obtained at any superm arket 
and take one each day just to 
cover him for a possibl* vita­ 
min deficiency. A person also 
needs a variety of different 
types of protein and he will 
be getting a variety from the 
milk, which is a good source 
of protein, and the seeds, par­ 
ticularly if the seeds happen 


to be soybean seeds. 1 would 
still be happier if he were 
getting 
more 
protein 
from 
animal sources. His diet pro­ 
bably wouldn’t forbid him us­ 
ing egg whites, for example. 


Vegetarians get by with diets 
devoid of meat, poultry, or 
fish, 
but 
they are 
usually 


pretty sm art in planning thf ir 
diets. I am not sure that all 
these health tood diets of the 
type you are describing m eas­ 
ure up to a good vegetarian’s 


diet.

By PAUL ROBBINS 
BOSTON (UPD—Americans 
are generally “ intolerant of 
unhappiness,” 
according

noted psychotherapist

aniel Branden. so it is prac­ 
tically natural to explore new 
avenues of obtaining mental 
peace. Such a drive, he says, 
helps account for the upswing 
m counseling and other psy­ 
chological services. 
The intolerance, he added, 
also helps give nse to the na­ 
tion’s climbing divorce rate 
“They Americans do not be­ 
lieve in resignation; they be­ 
lieve in trying again. Most of 
them 
do 
not 
remain 
di­ 
vorced,” he said 
Branden, author 
of 
"The 
Disowned Self" and two other 
books on psychotherapy, con­ 
ducts therapy sessions at his 
office and his home in Los 
Angeles plus periodic week­ 
end workshops in New York 
Tity. He also is writing a 
book on man-woman relation­ 
ships.

You ha\e sain in your column that a mail order business 
must deliver the pioduct within six weeks. Well* I have waited 
more than six months and 1 can’t get what 1 ordered. 


1 sent more tl.an $6 to Gracious Living, Berkeley, R.I., for 
three posters at $2 each. One was the peace sign, another said, 
“ War is not healthy for children and other living things” and 
the third was a Peanuts poster. 


1 have written many, many times and have gotten no res­ 
ponse. Can you please help me get my money back? I don’t 
want the posters because I’m no longer interested in Peanuts 
and nutting posters or the wall is not the best method for 
ending wars. — L.G., Claremont. 


Action Line also received a letter trom Miss N.W. of Chino, 
whose friend ordered a Paul New-man poster for SI from 
Gracious Livmg. 
Gracious Living is no longer in business, but we managed to 
get both refunds. 


In February, 1971, I purchased a new Econoline Van, at 
which lime I took out a lite and disability policy from Sierra 
Western Lite Insurance Co. The auto dealer, Chino Ford, rec­ 
ommended the company anti said it was good, although no 
oihe«* choice was offered. 
On Feb. 4 of this yeat I became disabled. At first it was 
diagnosed as argina pectoris, but later it was found to be a 
coronary thrombosis (heart attack) and 1 was hospitalized 
from Feb. 19 until March 10. I am presently disabled. 


1 filed a claim for the insurance company to pay the April 
payment, as I already had paid the March payment. I filed on 
April 4 but payment was not received until Chino Ford made 
several phone calls to Sierra Western. By that time I had 
already received a delinquent notice from the First National 
Bark and Trust Co. in Chino. The check was tor the first two 
months of disability. 
On June 6 I was still disabled and tiled another claim for 
checks. It is now near the end of July and the bank has re­ 
ceived no pavmvnt I have received a delinquet notice from 
the bank on July 11, called Chino Ford, which called Sierra 
Western. The auto dealer was told that the checks were made 
out and would be mailed m a day nr two. 
The bank, upor receiving this information, reversed the late 
charges, but the payment remains unpaid. 
The lady handling the insurance at Chino Ford called Sierra 
Western on July 17 and was told hy the receptionist that the 
claims department was not accepting any calls. She got the 
same answer on July Is, but was told it would accept calls on 
July 19. I tried again on that day and the day following but all 
I got is a busy signal. 
Sir, this not only involves late or nonpayment at the hank 
but it means undue worry ai.d distress on me, which the doc­ 
tor says is the worst thing tor my condition. 
I also nnght add that I had been again hospitalized on July 8 
tor a heart irregularity and remained ir. the hospital until July 
12. I can honestly say that I have never before in my 51 years 
of life been late on a time payment and this present problem 
distressed me. — R.S.. Pomona.

uses of the Claremont Heights 
Orange and Lemon Associa­ 
tion property at 133 Cornell 
Ave.. 
City Yard Expansion 
City officials had planned 


for some time to expand the 
city yard into part of the lo­ 
wer portion of the block be­ 
tween Bonita Avenue and 1st 
Street, and between Berkeley 
and Cornell avenues, but the 
situation has changed because 
the City Council has chosen to 
put the new police facility on 
B o n i t a A v e n u e , and to 
move the city yard into the 
southern portion of the block. 
I n 
his 
recommendation, 
Mulrooney said that the fed­ 
eral government presently is 
updating previous site studies 
for a new post office in Clare­ 
mont. 
Mulrooney said that the city 
has received no official notifi­ 
cation of a tim etable for site 
acquisition and construction, 
but added, “ it does at least 
seem likely that they will be 
designating a site in the not- 
to-distant future.” 
Mulrooney 
said 
that 
the 


range of sites being studied 
by the Post Office “ seems to 
fall into the area bounded by 
Bonita on the north and Ar­ 
row Highway on the south, 
and from approximately Col­ 
lege Avenue on the east to 
approximately 
Berkeley 
on 
the west.” 
The city m anager said that 
site-influencing factors which 
the city has pointed out to 
federal officials include con­ 
venience to 
senior 
citizens 
and the college students — 
both groups 
are 
frequently 
without transportation — and 
convenience 
to 
the 
Village 
business community. 
Mulrooney recalled that up 
to a few years ago, both the 
cham ber of commerce and 
the City Council were strong 
in their expressed preference 
that 
the 
new 
post 
office 
should be located on The Vil­ 
lage. 


Second Choice 
The City Council finally and 
relutantly indicated a second 
choice only after the site re­ 
quirem ents grew so large that 
the post office literally out­ 
grew The Village area. 
The second choice was the 
area on either side of Indian 
Hill Boulevard 
between 
1st 
Street and Arrow Highway, 
where some sites being eva­ 
luated by the federal officials 
fall. 
Mulrooney said that the city 
staff feels that none of the 
sites being considered by fed­ 
eral officials would meet the 
needs 
of 
the 
citizenry 
as 
would a site on Bonita, next 
fo the new police station. 
The board of directors of 
the chambers of commerce 
will meet Wednesday morning 
to consider the request by 
Mulrooney. 
The 
City 
Council 
doesn't 


meet until Tuesday, Aug. 22. 
The city has long outgrown 
its present post office at the 
southeast corner of 2nd Street 
and 
Harvard 
Avenue. 
The 
post office was built in 1936 at 
a cost of $51,700, including the 
site, construction and equip­ 
ment. 
It is interesting to note that 
eight sites were up for consid­ 
eration in 1933, and that the 
present location was not cho­ 
sen until a year later. 
Plans drawn up by govern­ 
ment 
architects 
were 
pro­ 
tested by a local post office 
committee which said there 
was a comolete lack of har­ 
mony in its proposed design 
with those of the surrounding 
community 
structures, 
the 
chamber of commerce 
and 
the county library buildings. 
The com mittee’s protest was 
accepted, 
and 
new 
plans 
drawn. 


In June 1970, the City Cour* 
cil selected a block of land 
partially owned by Ira Roller 
south of the Santa Fe Rail­ 
way tracks and east of Indiart 
Hill Boulevard as the best 
site for a~ future post office. 
The U.S. Post Office De­ 
partm ent proposed that the 
new facility be privately own­ 
ed but leased to the federal 
government. 
Two other sites considered^ 
“unacceptable” by the gov­ 
ernment 
were 
the 
present 
pest office site with additional 
land to the east, and a long 
narrow strip north of the rail­ 
road tracks between Indian 
Hill 
Boulevard and 
College 
Avenue. 
It was reported that 
Po-’ 
mona College which owned 
the land next to the post of­ 
fice was unwilling to sell be­ 
cause faculty study housing 
was planned in that area.

Rousselot said Congress has 
allowed itself to “ be cowed 
into ihe position of overspend­ 
ing to escape the reputation 
oil being against ’education’ 
or ‘health care’.

Must the Elderly 


Live in Fear? 


L'lc fur main ot the elderly is one of perplexed 


pathos when it should he a time of well-earned rela­ 
xation. 
Main men and women manage to husband their 


lifelong earnings b\ turning to less expensive types 
of housing. A number iind homes in public housing 
developments ostensibly built to ease the heavy li- 
naneial burden of those who no longer take part in 
the day-to-day race that provides a regular income. 
Many of the elderly want to continue their educa­ 
tion and keep in touch with the community. They do 
so by attending classes in foreign languages, read­ 
ing seminars and arts and crafts. Some do volunteer 
work 10 help othei-s. such as reading to the blind, 
working in hospitals and even answering save-a-life 
tsuicide) phone calls. 
The elderly generally prefer to keep active. How­ 
ever, more and more report they are prisoners in 
their own houses or apartments-afraid to go out day 
or night for tear oi being assaulted physically. And, 
according to a testimony Indore a congressional sub­ 
committee. many live in terror of being raped, mug­ 
ged. tortured and robbed within their own homes. 
They are easy prey 
Their ultimate frustrations bubble to the surface 


as more and more ol the elderly leol that no one 
really cares about their plight. Supposedly the pub­ 
lic housing developments ai*e to he safe. Yet. too 
many are not. 
The victims know this all too well and their frust­ 
ration leads them to crv for soldiers to patrol the 
streets and make it sale for them to live their de­ 
clining years in a more peaceful atmosphere. 
Is this too much to asK? Is it enough for a sub­ 
committee to rake testimony 
and document the 


tragedy* of crime against ihe elderly? 
Where, a victim ol a mugger ma> ask from a 


hospital bed. are those in a village, town or metro­ 
polis whose reponsibility it is to curb such crim e? 
Isn’t this a local problem and one that calls for 
strong community action? 
The generosity seen as strangers rushed to aid 


victims of Hurricane Agnes show that the feeling of 
neighborliness still exists. But must a community 
have a major holocaust before people act as though 
the’* ♦ are? 
A little day-to-day 
action-perhaps a community 


patrol coupled with periodic calls on elderly neigh- 
bors-to prote< i me vulnerable and elderly seems wi­ 
ser. kinder 
A realistic review of community priorities does 
seem in order.

ready sent word that he will

McGovern buy his own TV 
time—if he can scare up the 
money for it.

WASHINGTON - Last April 
a 
new 
law 
took 
e f f e c t 
which was supposed to assure 
that the public would know 
before 
election 
day 
where 
candidates lor national office 
were getting their campaign 
cash 
Bul an astonishing ruling 
from the 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service, coupled wt;h the cha 
ractenstic sluggishness of the 
government agency in charge 
of enforcing the law, may 
have already defeated its pur­ 
pose. 
The law requires all politic­ 
al contributions of more than 
$100 to be reported to the gov­ 
ernment, together with the 
name, address and occupation 
of the contributor. 


The General Accounting Of- 
fi< e was given responsibility 
for compiling and cataloguing 
the reports filed by hundreds 
of 
fund-raising 
committees 
coast-to-coasl. The GAO is sup­ 
posed to produce a coherent, 
alphabetical 
list 
of 
con­ 
tributors — and their total do­ 
nations — no matter how* 
many 
different 
committees 
may have received the mo­ 
ney. 
But the GAO’s job has been 
made immeasurably harder 
by a ruling from the 1RS, 
which actually encourages big 
political contributors to scat­ 
ter their donations over as 
many 
differenl 
fund-raising 
committees as possible. 
The ruling works this way; 
Political contributions up to 
$3.000 are exempt from the 
gift tax. 
So the 
1RS 
was 
asked to rule whether < on- 
tnbutions to different 
fund­ 
raising committees for the 
same candidate would be con­ 
sidered separate gifts 
The 1RS, incredibly, ruled 
that ¡>uch donations would be 
considered separate as long 
as one third of the officers of 
the 
fund-raising 
committee 
were different — even though 
all the money is obviously 
destined for the same place 
and the same candidate 
Thus, a man 
washing 
to 
give 
George 
McGovern 
or 
Richard Nixon $90.000 is en- 
( ouraged to spread it oui over 
30 lund-raising committees tn 
order to avoid tlv* gift tax.

m uttered, the more difficult it 
will lie to assemble them in a

The 


GAO has now declared that it 
cannot have such a list ready 
in time fcr the election.

Predictab­ 
ly, the IRS won’t say 
Guerrilla Movement 


Communist 
guerrillas

Big-Power Plays 
A few weeks ago, the prime 
ministers of India and Pakis­ 
tan sat down at a conference 
table and reached an agree­ 
ment that could bring peace 
between these neighbors who 
have fought each other three 
times in the last quarter cen 
tury. 
Their latent war threatened 
6» engulf the w*oiid in a lar 
ger, more terrible conflict. Ii 
began with a series of clashes 
last December along the In 
dia-Pakistan border. On De 
cember 3. Pakistan bombed 
eight Indian airbuses and the 
Indian 
army 
crossed 
into 


Fast Pakistan. The war was 


(Ml. 
A U.S. naval ta >k force, 
headed by the nuclear carrier 
F.nterprise, was 
diortlv de 
lathed 
from 
the 
Seventh 


Fleet and ordered to (he Bay 
of Bengal as a 
“ show* of 
force." The task force had 
contingency plans for a Do 
minican Republic-style inva­ 
sion. 


The plans were disguised, 
as was the Dominican lan­ 
ding, as an "Evacuation." All 
the while, the White House in 
sisted America was remain­ 
ing neutral. 


In the meantime, the Chi­ 
nese moved troops near the 
India border and Pakistan’s 
President Yahya Khan was 
quoted by the CIA as saying 
he had assurances the Chi­ 
nese were ready to invade In­ 
dia. 
The Russians promised In­ 
dia that any Chinese attack 
would be countered with a So­ 
viet 
thrust 
against 
remote 
Sinkiang province, the Chi­ 
nese nuclear and rocket test 
area. The Russians also as­ 
sured India they would use 
their naval force* in the Bav 
nf Beneul to block any hostile 
action by the U.S. task force. 
In the end, a wider conflict 
was avoided, not by the dipl­ 
omacy or good intentions of 
the great powers, but by the 
collapse of the Pakistan army 
in rhe east. 


It was a shabby chapter in 
the history of big-power ooUt- 
ics. It was an even w*orse blot 
on the record of the United 
States, which lectures the rest 
of the world on democracy 
but supported the Pakistani 
military dictator. 
It i* interesting to note that 
the agreement reached at the 
recent summit conference be 
rween India’s Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi and Pakistan’s 
President Ali Bhutto was Ihe 
result of their own effort* 
They decided that the best in­ 
terests of their two nations 
lay in peace. 
ft was not the result of dipl­ 
omacy by rhe United States, 
or Russia, or China. It was 
the result of the great pc 
wers. at last, minding their 
own business 


WASHINGTON — I here are 
evidences 
that 
the 
United 
States government is growing 
more 
and 
more 
confident 
North Vietnam will gradually 
recognize the fact that it can­ 
not win a military victory and 
that its best course would be 
to enter into a peace agree­ 
ment at Paris to end the war. 
The administration, mean­ 
while. is p l a n n i n g to con- 
t i n u e th e Vietnamization 
program and the pullout of 
our troops. Further withdraw­ 
als will he announced by (he 
President in the latter part of 
this month 
I here are fewer 
American forces in Thailand 
than were present in 1968, 
and 500.000 few*er servicemen 
in South Vietnam. The casual­ 
ty figures have been reduced. 
They were running at an av­ 
erage of '(00 a week when 
President Nixon took office, 
and they now are about 10 a 
week. The hope is that they 
will soon come down to zero. 


Aid to Continue 
Should negotiations at Paris 
not 
succeed. 
American 
in­ 
volvement 
will 
steadily 
be 
diminished, but this doesn’t 
mean that help to South Viet­ 
nam will be cut off. Secretary 
of Defense Melvin Laird de­ 
clares: 
"The bombing, of course, 
can be ended as soon as the 
enemy stops the invasion acr­ 
oss the demilitarized zone in 
violation of the 1954 accords 
and the 1968 understandings. 
T h e 
President 
was 
very 
cautious and he was reluctant 
to move forward in a change 
in our policy in that area, and 
it was only the invasion of the 
enemy across the DMZ tn vio­ 
lation of the understandings 
and the ’54 accords and a 
change in their policy. So the 
terms of stopping ihe bom­ 
bing are in the hands of the 
enemy . , . 
"Now. the negotiating prop­ 
osal that the President made 
on May 8, of course, that 
would terminate the bombing 
immediately. But that is the 
negotiating track 
and 
that 
particular track is the res­ 
ponsibility. of course, of the 
State Department and of the 
President’s adviser on nation 
al security affairs as well as 
the President. 
"We in the Department of 
Defense are merely moving 
forward on our Vietnamiza­ 
tion program because that is 
our responsibility, and should 
negotiations fail, we in the 
Department of Deiense will 
move forward on the Vietnami- 
/ation 
track 
to supplement 
negotiations, not to take their 
place . . . . 
"I believe that the North 
Vietnamese 
still 
have 
the 


capability of waging and car­ 
rying out at least one more 
spectacular in the south. They 
will be repulsed. They will 
suffer great losses. I believe 
it is a mistake for them to do 
it militarily, but 1 think they 
have the capability and the 
capacity to stage one more 
spectacular this year . . . but 
I think that they will suffer 
tremendously in the hand* of 
the South Vietnamese. 
“ You know the battles are 
won or lost on the ground, 
and the ground fighting is the 
toughest fighting in Vietnam, 
and that ground fighting has 
been completely taken over 
by 
the 
South 
Vietnamese. 
They are not going to win ev­ 
ery battle, but they will win 
the vast majority, and the 
N o r t h Vietnamese, should 
they decide to stage one more 
spectacular, 
will 
be 
badly 
beaten in the long run." 
The foregoing was part of * 
lengthy discussion on 
Issues and Answers.” Similar 
remarks have been made bv 
Secretary 
Laird 
at 
recent 
conferences, but he was par­ 
ticularly positive in this in- 
s t a n c e 
about 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
eventually 
win­ 
ning. Conversations with De- 
f e n s e Department officials 
here 
clearly 
indicate 
that 
they are not worried about 
South 
Vietnam’s 
ability 
to 
hold its own against North 
Vietnam. The feeling is that, 
while American ail* power is 
helpful, it will not be con­ 
tinuously needed. Once a set 
tlenient is reached, it is ex­ 
pected that a cease-fire will 
relieve South Vietnam of the 
necessity of maintaining hug« 
forces. 
Main Help 
America’s 
principal 
con­ 
tribution this year has been 
air pow*er. and it has been ef­ 
fective in disrupting the sup­ 
ply lines of the North Vietna­ 
mese and denying them a vic­ 
tory. As a result, the Hanoi 
government must come to see 
that South Vietnam cannot h* 
conquered 
and 
that 
peac<* 
would be less costly. 
Currently there is much dt e 
cussion about the American 
elections and whether North 
Vietnam will wait until niter 
November before taking a fin­ 
al position at the talks in 
Paris. Bul a change in ad­ 
ministration would not imme­ 
diately give them the relief 
they think might be forthcom­ 
ing. Furthermore, the word 
that Nixon is likely to be re­ 
elected is spreading and hae 
reached Hanoi. A move to­ 
ward peace may yet be deter 
mined and plans made for « 
<ease-fire in the autumn of 
this vear.

A Home Away From Home for Troubled Youth

CHINO — “ Basically we’re 
set up to provide care for 
children that has been lacking 
in their own homes, it has 
been decided by the parents, 
a welfare department or the 
court that the best thing lcr 
this family is for a child to be 
placed in a 24-hour care pro­ 
gram like this,” said Wayne 
Stephens recently in explain­ 
ing the purpose of Hillview 
Acres Children’s Home. 
Stephens, executive director 
of H i l l v i e w Acres since 
January, pointed out that the 
“ residential program” is an 
effort to help the child, indivi­ 
dually, and to doubly work 
with the parents and social 
agencies. 
Care, love and stimulation 
to thought and problem sol­ 
ving are the basic ingredients 
of the 40-acre site at 3683 
Chino Ave., near East End 
Avenue. The director and all 
personnel, 
on 
and 
off 
the 
campus, 
are 
dedicated 
to 
these three principles. 
Hillview Acres was first es­ 
tablished in 1929 by Samuel 
WTtty and sponsored by the 
Church of Christ. Until 1965, 
it was located on 
Francis 
Avenue in Ontario, but moved 
to Chino at that time because 
the first campus became too 
small for the children and 
their various activities. 
The present campus is dot­ 
ted with six cottages, an ad­ 
ministration building, a resi­ 
dence for the director and h>s 
family, a central dining loom, 
apartment retreats for house 
parents, a lot with 30 head of 
cattle, gardens, a play area 
and plenty of lawn and open 
space. 
The intake age is 4»/2 to 16 
vears. Then, "depending upon 
th e child’s 
own 
circums­ 
tances. they can do one of 
three things. They can stay 
here until they reach age 18 if 
they have no place else to go 
or they can return home or 
they can be placed in loster 
care,” said Stephens. 
Relaxed Atmosphere 
“ The majority of them re­ 
turn to their families.” 
Snapshots of children are 
stuck 
in 
the 
corners 
of 
framed pictures of flowers in 
the reception and secretarial 
area of 
the administration 
building. An artifical grape 
duster sits atop a desk, star­ 
ing wanly at the colorful print 
of a love seat and sofa and 
the office equipment of se­ 
cretaries Ina Germany and 
Pam Sizemore. Small children 
drift in and out, relaxed in an 


atmposphere of friendly con­ 
cern. 
The staff is trained to care 
for various phases of a child’s 
life, dealing with both phys­ 
ical ills and emotional insta­ 
bility. 
Dr. 
Richard 
McCrady of 
Pomona, a licensed clinical 
psychologist, 
is director of 
psychology 
services. 
Other 
medical specialists associated 
with the children’s home are 
Dr. George A. Chalfant of 
Upland, pediatrician; Dr. Al­ 
lan Howe of Pomona, dentist; 
and Dr. S.R. Frazier »if Co­ 
rona, psychiatrist. 
Wayne Briggs, Sarah Mapp 
and Paula Lantz. all social 
workers, coordinate the coun­ 
seling of children and par­ 
ents. Briggs lives on campus 
and is available to the chil­ 
dren on a 24-hour basis.

bigger than his entire 1971 to­ 
tal ($12,839) and more than 
he 
had won 
all 
this 
year 
getting 
up 
to 
Westchester 
($9,030.77). 
But Nevil, 27 years old and 
a late bloomer on the pro cir­ 
cuit after spending four years 
in the Air Force, promptly 
donated $2,000 of his purse to 
the 
St. 
Luke’s hospital 
at 
Newburgh, N.Y. 
“ My three 
tour sponsors 


are from Newburgh,” Nevil 
said simply. “ They’ve been 
good to me. In fact, they even 
gave me advice about my 
putting.” 
So, all those “ money hung­ 
ry” golf pros aren't so hungry 
after all. 
Nicklaus, 
all 
along,

“ You must’ve made a number of deals with him.’’ someone 
said to Lane, probably the most active tradei in all baseball 
history and who was here with his club Sunday to conclude a 
four-game series with the Yanks. 
“ No,” contradicted Frank Lane, “ i never made a single deal 
with Weiss. He was too sm art for me.” 
Down through the years, many other people said essentially 
the sam e thing about George Weiss, who died Early sunday 
morning in a Greenwich, Conn., nursing home at the age ol 79. 
Nobody ever said George Weiss was backward or dumb. 
Seme said he was cola and aloof, but they were mostly those 
who didn't know him. Those who did, those who knew the real 
Gorge Weiss, the one after working hours, claim he was one 
of the most considerate men who ever walked in shoe leather. 


No Consideration 
That consideration never extended to any rival club he 
might be trying to trade with, however. 
"1 remember one deal where he and I once came close, if 
you could call it close,” recalled Frank Lane. “ I was with the 
White Sox at the time and we had a pitcher he liked. Billv 
Pierce. 1 don’t blame Weiss. We liked him a whole lot, too. As 
a matter ol fact, for a time there he was pretty much our 
entire pitching staff. 
“ Anyway," Lar.e went on, “ he asked me about Pierce and 1 
told him h< could have him, but we needed a first baseman, a 
second baseman and an outfielder, and we’d take Joe coIlins. 
Jerry Coleman and Hann Bauer in return. Two days later. 
Weiss called me back and said, okay, he’d make the deal. He 
«lid he’d give me a first baseman and outfielder they had with 
their Kansas City farm club and a second baseman they had 
tn their organization by the name of Frank Verdi. 
I told him, George. I’m talking about the American 
League, not the American Association. He said to me, well, 
you asked for a firs*, baseman, second baseman and outfielder, 
didn’t you7” 
Mr.re than any otner individual perhaps, George Weiss was 
responsible for ihe Yankee dynasty which emerged in the 50s. 
It was he whc took a chance when nobody else would and 
okayed the Yankees’ purchase of Joe DiMaggio. All the other 
clubs shied off because of DiMaggio s Knee. But Weiss, calling 
the shots for the Yankees, felt Joe D. w'as worth a chance. 
Similarly, it was Weiss who brought Casey Stengel to the 
Yankees from Oakland when everyone else wrote Stengel off 
as 
garu’ous old clown, 
and it was Weiss, too, who succeeded 
in bringing Casey to the Mets after he had gone there 
“ He was a fair man and an absolute stickler for detail,” 
says Jim Thom.'-.on, the Mets* vice president who also worked 
for Weiss with the Yankees. 
Some people said he was cold, and I’m sure he could be, 
but 1 never saw that side of him.” offers Arthur Richman, the 
Mets’ promotion director. “ He certainly was the kindest, most 
gracious man I ever worked for.” 
Bob hishel, the Yankee«’ vice president and public relations 
man. is in substantial agreement. 


Wonderful Things 
Ine list ot wonderful things he did for people thut nobody 
will ever hear ¿bout could till a book,” says Fishel.

Vida Blue Earns Every Penny

Vida Blue, in just two hours 
and six minutes, may have 
earned every penny of the 
$63,000 Oakland 
A’s 
owner 
Charlie Finley was so reluc­ 
tant to give him this Spring. 
Blue, Oakland’s celebrated 
southpaw who won 24 games 
last season and then held out 
until 
early May this year 
while 
bickering 
back 
and 
forth with Finley for a sub­ 
stantial raise in salary, pit­ 
ched the A’s back into first 
place in the American League 
west Sunday by halting thoir 
hottest competitors—the Chi­ 
cago White sox—with a four- 
hit shutout, 3-0. 
More significant than mere­ 
ly upping his record to a non­ 
descript 5-7 was the fact that

In baseball slang, they call

“ I’m not ready to call him 
our “ stopper” yet,” said A’s
